Rainmakers In Australia Thin 
They Have Pattern For Rain 
To Suit Farmers And Ranchers 


SYDNEY. — Rainmaking scientists in Australia believe they 
have “very promising’’ prospects of evolving, within five years, 
an economical way of changing the natural distribution of rain- 
fall over wide areas to suit farmers and ranchers. Experiments 
at present are focussed on the discovery that under certain con- 
ditions a cumulus cloud with a reasonably high water content 
can be induced to rain by spraying just below its base with salt 
or lime. n 


This discovery could easily lead to 
cheap artificial rain, says Dr. E. G. 
Bowen, a Welshman, chief of the ra- 
diophysics division of Australia’s 
Commonwealth scientific and indus- 
trial research organization. Bowen 
was awarded $27,000 this year by the 
British government for his key work 
in the wartime development of radar, 

His research team has been study- 
ing rain formation processes and 
carrying out extensive rainmaking 
experiments for more than five years. 

In 1947, they produced the first 
recorded fall of man-made rain using 
the now- “old-fashioned method of 
seeding a super-cooled cloud with 
dry ice, 

The scientists have estimated that 
by using this process rainfall in 
southeastern Australia could be in- 
creased by five to 10 per cent, a 
year. But, because it involved seed-

No Nervous 
Breakdowns For 
Voluntary Workers 


Describing the man or woman who 
works long hours to do something he 
doesn’t have to do and isn’t paid to 
do—the volunteer—as the salt of the 
earth, Dr. Gordon Bates, general di- 
rector of the Health League of Can- 
ada, says that this is the person who 
does not suffer nervous breakdowns. 

“It is ironic that modern political 
developments seem destined to under~- 
mine the spirit of the volunteer,” 
notes Dr. Bates in an editorial in the 
latest issue of Health. “The welfare 
state with all of its benefits to thou- 
sands of individuals is the result of 
the agitation of volunteers who, over 
the years, stirred by the plight of the 
under-privileged, have worked to pro- 
vide a full life for all. 

“But these same volunteers with 
their objective accomplished may 
well have another worry. Is the life 
they consider a full life really a full 
life? Is the providing of material 
benefits for mankind enough; for it 
has been said that man cannot live 
by bread alone? ° 

“Jt was not the possession of ma- 
terial benefits which stirred the spirit 
of thg volunteer but the lack of 
them, and when all has been provid- 
ed why should he fight again? 

“It will be a sad day for democ- 
racy when the voluntary spirit, the 
volunteer and the voluntary society 
disappear, But if the eager volun- 
teer confines his ambition to the pro- 
curing of material goods for those 
who lack, and fails to fight to con- 
serve man’s right to earn all that 
he gets as well as get all that he 
earns, then he will in the end destroy 
the spirit which has created all re- 
forms—the spirit of the volunteer.” 


ing from twin-engined planes at 
cloud-top ‘heights, it would not be 
an economical proposition, 

Meanwhile, they set out to study 
the problem of rain formation in a 
fundamental way. They started 
probing rain clouds to find out what 
went on inside, Microwave radar 
proved the most valuable research 
tool for this purpose, 

Early in their search for data on 
rain, the scientists confirmed by ra- 
dar that downpours often start fall- 
ing as snowflakes, melt after passing 
freezing level and form into rain- 
drops. This was the cumulus numbus 
cloud on which the dry ice method 
of inducing rain was so successful. 

It was found, however, that many 
clouds which rain heavily do not even 
reach freezing level, making it im- 
possible that ice crystals are involv- 
ed. 

Investigation showed that rain re- 
sults when rising air currents suck 
into growing cumulus clouds sea salt 
nuclei or moist dust particles which 
are bigger than the water droplets 
already there. 

Usually it is salt which causes the 
coalesence, explaining why coastal 
regions receive more rain than inland 
areas, ' 

Seeding a low cumulus cloud with 
powdered salt from below is 100 
times cheaper than seeding towering 
super-cooled clouds from above with 
dry ice, Bowen points out. Handling 
and storage of salt or lime is also 
much simpler, 

Bowen stressed that exhaustive 
tests still have to be carried out, but 
it looks as though the team is on 
the verge of economical rainmaking.

1952 Big Year 
For Saskatchewan 
Fish Hatcheries 


PRINCE ALBERT.—In a year-en. 
review, Saskatchewan Fisheries Di- 
rector A. H. MacDonald said recently 
that over 22,000,000 fish fry, finger- 
lings, yearlings and eyed eggs were 
distributed in the province last sum- 
mer, 

These all came from the branch’s 
Fort Qu’Appelle hatchery, Pickerel 
fry headed the list, with 14,200, 
distributed in southern Saskatchewan 
waters and the Meadow Lake dis- 
trict. Some 275,000 northern pike 
fry were distributed in the same gen- 
eral areas, 

Over 9,000 eastern brook _ trout 
yearlings and 81,000 rainbow trout 
fingerlings were distributed in Cyp- 
ress Hills streams and in east-cen- 
tral Saskatchewan, 

In addition, the branch now has 
8,000,000 whitefish eggs under incu- 
bation in the Fort Qu’Appelle hatch- 
ery. These will be distributed early 
next summer in saline lakes like Red- 
berry, Basin and Lenore. 

From a fisheries management 
standpoint, Mr. MacDonald said these 
lakes presented “something of a 
paradox”, Although natural repro- 
duction was extremely limited, white 
fish in the lakes grew rapidly and, 
on the average, attained greater size 
than whitefish in most other waters 
of the province. 

Mr. MacDonald said that the 
hatchery and distribution program 
was being carried’ out to improve 
angling and commercial fisheries 
where inadequate spawning and nat- 
ural reproduction conditions existed.
